In the 
black market job it 
was 
shown 


that Pross compelled the Schen- 
ley Distillers Corporation to allot 
to a New York wholesale liquor 
firm 50,000 cases of whiskey above 
its- rationed quota by 
threatening 
to .strike the Schenley plants. His 
pretext was that 60 employees of 
a small plant which Schenley had 
bought and was closing down must: 
have work and that the handling 
of this liquor would provide em- 
ployment for them. Actually, 10,- 
000 cases would provide " only a
